REPORT OF. SCHOOL BOARD.

There have been thirty-four weeks of school taught in 
most of the districts: the yast pear. The teachers, generally, 
have labored faithfully, and the scholars have made good 
progress. The attendance has been good, but the number of 
absentees is still too large. 


The district should make by-laws concerning truants, as the 
present state law does not cover children over fourteen, and 
these are the ones who can get the most good from their 
schooling, and, too, are the class that are absent most. 


The parents should take more interest in the schools, and 
visit them, thereby encouraging the teachers and scholars. 
If the public would visit the schools there would be less un- 
just criticism that tends to injure the schools and scholars. 


The school houses are in good repair, and the town may 
well feel proud of its school buildings. It requires about 
one hundred fifty dollars ($150.) per year on the average to 
keep the houses in proper repair. 


New geographies and small arithmetics have been put in 
the schools, and new grammars and large arithmetics are 
needed. 


The Water Village and Brown’s districts have been united 
with benefit to the scholars, and great saving to the town. 
The Fogg’s Ridge and Lake schools should be united with 
other districts this year, since these schools are too small to 
do good work. 


The school board would recommend that the schools be 30 
weeks in length, which can be secured if the present appro- 
priation be continued.
